Subject :—Export and' Import Policy (1992—97)—Policy 
relating to import of Crude Palm Stearin. 

F. No. IPC/4/5;/274/92—97.—Attention is invited to the 
Notification No. 50(N-10)/92—97 dated September 21, 1992 
amending the Export and Import Policy (1992—97), where- 
under the item “Crude Palm Stearin" was decanalised and 
was added as an item at SI. No. J6 of Section J, Miscella¬ 
neous Items in the Negative List of Imports under Chapter 
XV cf the Export and Import Policy (1992 — 97). It has been 
slated thereunder that Crude Palm Stearin may be imported 
against a licence or in accordance v/ith a Public Notice issued 
in this behalf. Subsequently, Public Notice No. 51-<PN)/ 
92—97 dated September 21, 1992 was issued in that regard. 

In supersession of the conditions and procedure as laid 
down in Public Notice No. 51-(PN)/92—97 dated the 21st 
September. 1992, import of Crude Palm Stearin shall be 
permitted as under;— 

2. Non-edible Industrial Grade Crude Palm Station may be 
imported without a licence in accordance with the conditions 
set out in the following paragraphs of this Public Notice:— 

(i) Imports may be made by only those importers who 
hold an industrial licence or an approval or author 
risation from the Secretariat of Industrial Approvals 


(iv) Fatty acids and glyero] manufactured out of the 

imported Crude Palm Stearin are, however, freely 
transferable. 

(v) Non-edible industrial grade Crude Palm Stearin ad¬ 

mixed with at least 5% free fatty acids (FFA) 
will also be allowed to be imported without an im¬ 
port licence by only those importers who are re¬ 
gistered with the Directorate of Vanaspati, Vegetable 
Oils and 1 Fats subject to the condition that the 
imported Crude Palm Stearin shall be used only 
for being split into fatty acids and glycerol and it 
shall not be utilised, sold, transferred or disposed 
of in any other manner without the permission of 
the Director General of Foreign Trade. Fatty acids 
and glycerol manufactured out of such imported 
Crude Pa’m Stearin shall also be subject to actual 
user condition and shall not be sold, transferred or 
disposed of in any other manner without the prior 
permissiaon in writing of Director General of 
Foreign Trade. 

(vi) The importer shall furnish quarterly statements to 

DGFT and the Directorate of Vsmaspa’ti, Vegetable 
Oils and Fats (DVVO&F) giving full details of (i) 
quantities and value of CPS imported; (ii) quantities 
of fatty acids and glycerol manufactured: (iii) names 
and addresses of the companies to whom the fatty 
acids and glycerol were supplied together with the 
quantities supplied: (iv) quantities of fatty acids and 
glycerol consumed internally; and (v) opening and 
closing stocks of CPS, fatty acids and glycerol in 
the format annexed to this Public Notice (Annexure 
A). 

3. Directorate of Vanaspati. Vegetable Oils and Fats will 
issue certification of utilisation by the importer/actual user 
after satisfying itself about the information furnished. The 
nature of Utilisation Certificate will determine the eligibility 
of the importer for further imports of the Crude Palm Stearin. 
The format of Utilisation Certificate is annexed to this 
Public Notice (Annexure B). 

4. Actual Users may also use the services of the State 
Trading Corporation of India Ltd. (STC) for the import of 
Crude Palm Stearin. The STC may import Crude Palm 
Stearin without a licence, approval or authorisation from the 
Government and arrange for its splitting into fatty acids and 
glycerol.
